sugar bojled for five minutes with half the 
white of an egg, whisking continuously, and 
adding a little cold) water occasionally. 
Strain through a tammy cloth into a stone- 
ware jar. When the oranges are dry place 
them in the sirup, which should cover them. 
Boll up the sirup for five minutes on three 
coheecutive days, skimming each time, and 
pouring back on to thé oranges when nearly 
eold. Cover tightly before putting away in 
the store cupboard. . 

ORANGE BRANDY.—Wash and dry some 
Seville oranges and pare thinly. Squeeze 
the juice through a tammy cloth, and allow 
one pint to every two quarts of brandy. 
Place in a stone jar with a lid and add the 
peel, a pound of candied sugar to every two 
quarts of Hqueur, and a few crushed sweet 
almonds. Leave for three days, shaking con- 
stantly till the sugar is dissolved. Strain 
twice and cork tightly. This will greatly 
improve with keeping. +

ARE TO CONTINUE TODAY. 


'March Comes In Like a Lamb After an 
Unprecedented Season of Cold 
Weather. 4 


March is coming in like a lamb, Fair 
weather and a temperature of from 85 to 40 
degrees, that will remove most of the trace 
of snow left by the last two days’ thaw and 
make the spring flood still greater, is pre- 
dicted by’ the weather bureau for Chicago 
today. Tomortow there will bea slight fall 
in temperature. The maximum temperature 
for Chicago yesterday was 35 degrees at 11 
a. m. and the minimum 29 at 9 p. m. 

Melting snow and rains have flooded all 
parts of the eity and suburbs. In many 
places, especially on. the south side, vacant 
lots and sidewalks are covered with water, 
and in South Englewood and Grand Crossing 
the streets are covered for blocks. In Lawrg- 
dale and Austin the sewers are rendered 
useless by being choked with mud and snow. 

The winter to date has had an average tem- 
perature of 18.1 degrees, or the lowest since 
the weather bureau was opened thifty-thres 
years ago. The total inches of snowfall has 
been 43, the greatest since 1885, when the 
snowfall was 47.8 inches.
